King Georg© and Queen Elizabeth were not in the palace at the 
time and a palace spokesman said + 
today there were no casualties.

Minister Winston Churchill said 
today Germany is preparing for 
the invasion of England by mov­ 
ing hundreds of self-propelled 
barges 
down 
from 
northern

These craft and troop convoys, 
th© prime m inister ©aid. ar© mov­ 
ing into position under the protec­ 
tion of the big German guns set 
up on the French coast. 
“No one should blind himself to 
th© fact th at this German invasion 
is being planned w ith all th© Ger­ 
man craft and met.iod characteris­ 
tic of them ,” he declared. 
W eek Is Very Important 
The next week, be said, "m ust be 
regarded as a very im portant one 
for us in our history.” 
He compared it with the Spanish 
arm ada to invade th© British Isles 
and th e later attem pt of Napoleon. 
"Every man and woman must 
prepare to do his duty, whatever 
it may ba with special pride and 
care,” he said. 
“Our fleet is very powerful, . . . 
our shores are well-fortified and 
well-manned, 
and 
behind 
these 
lines we have a better-equipped and 
far stronger army than we ever 
have had before.” 
Adolf Hitler. Churchill said, “has 
Ignited a fire which will burn with 
a steady flams until the last ves­ 
tiges of Nazi tyranny and brutality 
have been wiped out . . . and the 
old and new worlds join their great 
forces to build that which has been 
destroyed.” 
W orld Adm ires Courage 
Turning to the effects of the air 
raids on London, the prime minis­ 
ter said, “all the world” marvels 
at the courage, the fortitude of the 
people who are w ithstanding these 
attacks. 
"O ur forces at sew know they 
have a people behind them who 
never will flinch, never will fall 
them. . . . but will draw from the 
sufferings a victory won. not only 
for our side, but for the better 
days that are to come.” 
Churchill, in opening his speech, 
said the air attacks so far had 
"failed conspicuously”. 
Childrens Bodies 
Sought In School

LONDON. Sept. l l —A lternating 
between frantic efforts to move 
tons of masonry and silent listen­ 
ing for the tapping of entombed 
men and women, demolition squads 
still probed tonight the ruins of 
an 
east London 
school bombed 
Monday night when it sheltered 
nearly 500 persons. 
They had taken tem porary shel­ 
ter on the first floor of the two- 
story concrete building when a 
strange, enormous bomb struck it 
ap art and tumbled wreckage, dead 
and wounded Into a huge crater 
opened up by the bomb. 
Th© men. women and children 
had been quartered there, aw ait­ 
ing removal to the country after 
their own homes were wrecked by 
Saturday's raids. Rescue workers 
already 
have 
brought 
out 
two 
babies, still alive. 
Physicians and nurses, working 
by torchlight in the hours of dark­ 
ness gave first aid to the living 
and supervised the transportation 
of the dead as the debris gradual­ 
ly was cleared from the bomb crat­ 
er, 20 feet deep and 40 feet wide.

Shower curtains fluttered in the 
breeze beyond a twisted and torn 
steel diving platform in the middle 
of the gaping hole as footmen and 


housemaids

story building in heart of london. 
Only household staff members 
were there when the bomb struck 
and they were in air raid shelters. 
a palace attendant satd. 
“There was very little damage in­ 
side,” the spokesman said, “most­ 
ly from flying glass and soot from 
chimneys. Paintings and other art 
objects were removed long ago." 
Th© pool was a favorite with 14- 
year-old Princess Elizabeth, who al­ 
ready has won swimming medals, 
and 10-year-old Princess Margaret 
Rose.

An American cltiien named Pears 
was among those reported killed. 
Fifty-five of the dead were chil­ 
dren. the British said. 
Tel Aviv, in the dunes near the

than 100.000 population, built large­ 
ly through contributions of Ameri­ 
can Jewry, and is h ead q u arter for 
Zionist organizations.

Similarity In Writing Found 


Many Times In Check-Up 


The county election board here 
ruled out 54 of the 301 signatures 
of Columbiana county persona on 
Communist party petitions for na­ 
tional and state offices after a 
check-up Tuesday.

Seven­ 
teen more who signed the paper 
were not registered voters, two 
were impossible to check because 
they listed no address and two 
were entirely illegible, Mr. O'H&n- 
lon said. 
Two of the signatures that were 
eliminated were of persons who 
already have complained to Secre­ 
tary of State George Neffner that 
their names should be removed. 
Many of the signers Hated their 
homes in East Liverpool, Wells­ 
ville and Salem districts, though 
other* were from rural sections. 
The petitions were. forwarded here 
to check the validity of the signa­ 
tures from Mr. N effner’a office in 
Columbus. 
The election board here also has 
checked on Socialist and Social­ 
ist-Labor petition signatures that 
were gathered In the county.

Asserts Parliament Houses Doomed;

HERLIN, Sept. l l —Ten thousand plane-loads of German 
bombs are to be sent daily to the London area in smashing at­ 
tacks in the next few days, exceptionally well-informed German 
sources said today. 
These sources said there will be 2,500 planes making foil* 
daily trips between French supply bases and the British capitals 
They were to start either late today or tomorrow, a spokes­ 
man said. 
The bombers are based in Germany, the source said, 
but will fly to the French coast and take off from there fo r 
London. 
“I wouldn't give one farthing for the houses of parliament.” said thtg 
informant, a man whose connections with Reichsm arshal Hermann 
Wilhelm Goering ar© ©specially clo#©. 
“Now that our relchstag building has been bombed there is no roe* 
on why w© shouldn't bomb the British parliam ent out of existence. 
lf they try to hit th© chancellery, Buckingham or W indaor castle will 
go as surely as you live.” 
(A delayed action bomb exploded yesterday In a wing of Buck­ 
ingham castle, the British government announced today.) 
This inform ant asserted th e “British already ar© licked and dont 
know it.” 
Asked w hether the air force alone would prove sufficient to effect 
Britain'* capitulation, thereby eliminating the necessity of attem pting 
troop landings, the informant said, “when last I talked with the retch*- 
marshal, he left this question open.” 
"It all depends," he continued, “on how well the British fight hack. 
It Is conceivable that England will collapse under the weight of our 
air force attacks, in which case invasion will be unnecessary.

Brilliant Blue Squills,Daffodils 
Or Peonies Make Fine Gardens

'T H IS is a story of bright blue 
squills, of daffodils, of pe­ 
onies and the reasons why you 
should plant them right now. 
The squills are shade lovers. 
They will grow in places that 
less attractive plants disdain. 
They grow naturally on the 
forest floor and they’ll like just 
such a spot. or one with just as 
shady conditions, in your gar­ 
den. 
Both the tiny, early ones and 
the later, taller varieties are suit­ 
able for rock gardens, for natural­ 
izing in thin grass, for edging, for 
mixed borders. They self-sow in­ 
dustriously. Their bulbs multiply. 
Scilia bifolia blooms earliest of

India was called “a land of great 
contrasts” by Dr. H. C. Chambers, 
retired 
missionary 
and 
educator 
who spent nearly 40 years in the 
country, as he addresst'd the Ro­ 
tary club Tuesday noon at a meet­ 
ing in the Travelers hotel. 
One of the strangest contrasts. 
Dr. Chambers said, is that India 
is the home of the Nizam of Hy- 
berdad. a native prinre with an 
annual income of $50,000. OO, hut 
the nation 
also has 
millions of 
families whose income is only $5 
a month. 
Only IO percent of the popula­ 
tion 
is 
literate. 
Dr. 
Chambers 
pointed out, but India is the home 
of some of the 
world's 
keenest 
philosophers and scientists. 
Temperatures Of Wide Range 
Plain dwellers swelter in sum­ 
mer 
temperatures 
nearing 
115, 
though in the nearby mountains 
the natives sleep under blankets 
the year round, he said. 
Dr. Chambers, a brother of R. L. 


E. Chambers of Pennsylvania ave , I 
also traced the history of India’s 
struggle 
to 
wrest 
independence: 
from England. 
One of the greatest difficulties 
in the path toward national seif-i 
government is the stumbling block 
of 
200 
different 
languages 
ajid 
dialects that are spoken iu differ-[ 
em states and sections of the na­ 
tion, Dr. Chambers declared. 
Another hindrance to democracy 
is the Hindu caste system, which 
is divided into 2,000 castes, 
the 
speaker pointed out. 
India 
now 
has self-government 
in its provinces, though it still is 
controlled by an English central 
government, 
Dr. 
Chambers 
said. 
Each state is ruled by a native 
prince, with an English "observer'’, 
he added. 
India’s cooperation in the pres­ 
ent war would mean an added ad­ 
vantage for Great Britain, as its 
troops would he able to hold the 
Suez 
canal 
region 
and 
possibly 
help in the defense of Egypt, the 
speaker pointed out. 
The country is surrounded 
by 
enemies — fearing 
Japan, 
hating 
Italy and holding no love for Rus­ 
sia. 
declared 
Dr. 
Chalmbers. 
Any one of the three powers 
wmuld take over India on the fall 
of the R/itish Empire, Mr. Cham­ 
bers opined.
